In short, just a "simple 
little place" that has the quality of a 
real home. 


Nine Rooms and Two Baths 


Let us give you a letter typical of 


many that we receive, for it expresses 
what is in th« mind of the modern 
home seeker better than any words 
we can •write: 


"We have decided to build our 


home and beat the rent game. I am 
a salaried man and I have not been 
able to save very much, but we think 
that we could get an inexpensive lot 
in a nice place and build our house 
for less than the rent we are now 
paying for cramped quarters in an 
apartment 
We would like to have 


our house strictly modern In every 
way. 
We must have two bathrooms. 


The view front the lot we have ia 
mind will be very fine from thft south- 
west. We would like to have the 
sunporch on that side of the house 
and a sleeping porch above it for our 
daughter. 
There should be three 


good sized bedrooms. We would not 
think of a home without a flreplaca 
and a full basement and laundry. 
One of the basement spaces could be 
fitted up as a same room. We want 
a breakfast alcove off the kitchen. 
Can we build a simple, Unpretentious 
house, borrowing the extra money 
we need to gret what we want and 
still keep the interest, taxes, insur- 
ance and so on less than we are pay- 
ing for rent? We are in haste. 
Please answer promptly."

"simple little places," w« think we 
may be able to help you a* we did 
the writer of it 


Why People Don't Bnild 


It is not surprising that a man who 


has oeen living in cramped quarters 
in an apartment should want a 
wholly different kind of thing when 
he builda his own home. But you 
will se« that the requirements he has 
set up are totally beyond his means 
to pay for them. When you tell him 
that he cannot have a home of this 
sort, often as not he win not build at 
all, when as a matter of fact, he 
might have essentially all that he 
•wants, !f he -were disposed to cut 
down his requirements. 


Reading the letter, you will seo 


that a salaried man whose income 
has been so little that he has been 
unable tb save very much must con- 
sole himself with the privation of a 
single bathroom. He does not ab- 
solutely need sleeping accommoda- 
tions for twice the number of his 
family. Perhaps the fireplace is the 
heart of the home, but we have seen 
homes that have gone on producing 
endless happiness without the throb 
that -comes from that particular 
heart It may seem a matter of 
course to fit up one of the rooms in 
the basement for a game room since 
the space is already there, but you 
cannot plaster the walls, put on the 
flooring, build the fireplace and apply 
the necessary wood trim and doors 
without running into hundreds of ex- 
tra dollars of expense.—Copyright, 
1924—Architects' Small House Ser- 
vice Bureau.

"The weakness of the American 


universities is

in the sense of 
dependence up- 
on rules, upon 
programs, upon 
individual guid- 
ance and teach- 
ing," he said. 
"In E u r o p e , 
when a student 
leaves his sec- 
ondary 
school

rier which sep-

tirely different

worlds of educational activity. Up 
to the moment when he does pass 
that barrier, he has been held to 
close discipline and tutelage and 
to a strict, carefully prescribed 
program, but after entering the 
unnersity he must find out what 
he can do for himself." 


Inspirations. From Teachers. 
Dr. Butler emphasized the point 


that the student should put his 


mind less upon the subject and 
more on the individual scholars 
and teachers. 
He contended that 


inspirations were obtained 
more 


readily from contact with teach- 
ers than from books. 


"The American system has pro- 


duced great scholars and great 
leaders,'1 he added, "but we must 
admit that it has produced them 
at the cost of a great value. Eu- 
ropean teachers of large institu- 
tions are mystified at the number, 
variety and strictness of regula- 
tions which are put 
upon 
the 


American university student. We 
are, I think, growing somewhat 
out of that period of dependence. 
I hope to live long enough to see 
the system of elaborate 
instruc- 


tion overthrown. 
We shall pre- 


scribe what is helpful and neces- 
sary in our American organiza- 
tion, but we shall not have failed 
to learn the lessons which the un- 
iversities of Europe have taught." 


Dr. Butler also discussed the 


scholars au-d teachers of the Uni- 
versity of Berlin, their habits and 
their work. He pointed out that 
nowhere in America or in Europe, 
or even in Berlin itself, could be 
reproduced the group of learned 
men of the Berlin of forty years 
ago. 
Although American univer- 


sities were progressing slowly, he 
said that they were making defi- 
nite progress, and ha felt sure 
that it would not be many de- 
cades before they were on a par 
with the universities of Europe

THE LEGAL BASIS FOR THE ESTABLISHMENT OF UTILITY RATES 


The Logan Gas Company proposes a Service 


Charge of 75 cents as a re-adjustment of its present 
rate schedule to meet a relatively small portion of a 
vast expenditure necessary to continue its natural 
gas service and extend service. 


But even so riodest a request may cause some op- 


position to be voiced by captious critics who will put 
forward such topics as "original investment," "capi- 
tal stock," "stock dividends," etc., as elements in the 
determination of what a 'legal" rate should be. 


In order that you may be correctly informed as to 


what 3. legal rate should be and the basis of its de- 
termination, permit us to advise that during the 
past year the U. S. Supreme Court in deciding four 
rate cases of national importance has decreed that 
present value shall be the basis of rate. We are 
presenting herewith a summary copy of an appraisal 
of The Logan Company's property just completed by 
Ford, Bacon & Davis, perhaps the most eminent and 
experienced valuation engineers in this country, and 
compiled in accordance with these recent decisions 
of the U. S. Supreme Court and of various public 
utilities commissions and state supreme courts. This 
appraisal shows the value of the company's property 
for rate-making purposes as $41,152,043, and upon 
a legal basis of 8 percent, return the price for natural 
gas delivered to the consumer should be a fiat rate 
of 81.62 cents per thousand cubic feet. 


We are also showing above an operating estimate 


for the next two years which merely includes the 
development and continued operation of our old 
fields, and which shows that if a legal return is in- 
cluded in the calculation a flat rate of 74,07 cents 
per thousand to consumers would be justified. 


The rate proposed for adoption, i. e., the present 


rate now in effect and the inclusion of a Service 
Charge of 75 centg and the discontinuance of the 90 
cent Minimum Charge is therefore far short of what 
would be justified by a "legal'; determination based 
upon valuation by commission or court adjudication. 
It is, in itself, admittedly insufficient. The reason 
for the concession on the part of The Logan Company 
rests in the fact that it is willing to the extent of is 
own resources to hazard the chance that additional 
gas will be procured in new fields by production and 
purchase, permitting increased sales by extension of 
service and otherwise, and thus make up the de- 
ficiency in earning. 


The Logan Company has never sought to have a 


"high" rate established, and is not in this negotiation 
seeking what it is legally entitled to receive, but-is 
asking for what is absolutely necessary to maintain 
its present activities ftnd permit the attempted de- 
velopment of new sources of natural gas supply that 
its service be prolonged and extended as far in the 
future as possible and practical.
